BREEDING ESTABLISHMENTS IN IRELAND. 



Irish -bred horses cut a big figure in English rac- 
ing and some of the most important breeding estab 
lishinents of the world are l(K*ated on the Emerald 
Ish*. A correspondent of an Euglisli newspaiier on 
a tour of inspection recently had the following to 
write eonoeming several of them; 

"Although 1 have not so much as seen a race 
oourse since the Goodwoixl iu(*eting came to a close, 
none the less have my days been Imsily. pleasantly 
and not unprotitably occupied. On Monday I found 
myself once more looking at the famous round 
tower of Kildare, speculating, as hundreds of arche- 
ologists have done, and will continue to do. as to 
what its origin was, for what purpose it was iii- 
l( iided and by what people it was built. There, 
at all events, it stand.s, a slender shaft of masonry, 
exquisite iu its proportions, and an abiding testi- 
mony to the exciK*ding skill of its unknown and 
long since vanished builders. From dreams of the 
luist to vivid realizations of the present there came 
an instant transition effected by two loud blasts 
from tlie horn of tlic mortor car which Col. Hall 
Walker had kindly sent to take me over to the 
famous Tiilly Stud. ‘That’s the Hill of Allan away 
yonder.’ K.ays our driver, ‘and you see that ni<»nu- 
inent — well, that was built hy the tenants of the 
last of the ould family, • and all their names, are 
cut iiiKUi the stones inside it, and the Prince of 
Wales (the late King Edward) went to look at it 
iu 1851. Them hills They’ll just be the Reil Hills 
of Kildare, close by where Chair of Kildare was 
hreil, and that’s Doyle’s Horae on your right, and 
that’s Dunne’s stables, and do .vou see that house 
on your left? It’s haunte<l, ami if ever a man 
sleeps in it something bad xvlll be coming to him, 
and that’s where Colonel Hall Walker’s stud farm 
begins, and ye’ll l>e seeing some of the stock down 
under that hig heilge.’ Then, as we turn a sharp 
corner b.v the side of a stone-cucircled well, our 
driver tells us that this is St. Brydge’s Well, and, 
says he: ‘Ye’ll have heard of that wherever ye 
come from.’ .\s a matter of fact. I had beard of 
it. and could, moreover, have told him a good many 
things of which he himself had never heard, for, 
figuratively speaking, my R»ol was on my native 
heath. Here we were, at all events, at Tully, and 
there was Purcell — most enthusiast le of stud grooms 
— awaiting us. So, too. was White Eagle, grown, 
furuisheil and tillt*<l uj* into a beautiful specimen of 
a high flass thoi-oughhved. full of quality and grace- 
ful as ever in tiie sitting on of his head and neck. 
Ver.v promising, to, are smne of his stock. There 
is. indeed, little doubt that he will b»* successful 
as a sire, the less that he is getting plenty of oppor- 
tunities in the sfia|ie of earefullj' selected mares, 
amongst those whi«*h have visited him this yi*ar 
being Sandblast, r.'iinniu. Queen Mother. Year’s 
Foll.v. Elm 'IVig and Order of Merit. White Eagle 
himself is a lieantifnlly-bred horse by (iallinule (19) 
- .Merry Gal (5). by (Lilouin «3*). and was. inore- 
<*ver, a gotsi race horse, picking up well over lo.otv) 
sovereigns in slakes iir the <*f»urse of his three sea 
sous on tlie turf. Then came the inspection of 
Royal Realm <71 by Persimmon (7) — Sand Blast, 
by Sheen (2i. and lH*ro I must aeknowledge that I 
was agreeably surprised, for the horse has gained 
in quality and is making up into a really beautiful 
stallion — uniting power, size, reach and scope, with 
unmistakable class. For the present Ills fee is !is 
Sovereigns, but I doubt if it will long reinair. at 
that figiuv. for his stock are of exceptional promi.se. 
.\niongst uth«*rs. I.a<ly Lightfoot (dam of Prince 
Palutiiie). Niother Siegel, Clierry L:iss and Merry 
(Dll have lieeii mated with him this s«*asou. and 
here alone are ehniu-es sm*h as do not often fall 
to the lot of a young and eompara lively unknown 
slrt — blit Royal Realm will not. I think, long re- 
main in the category of 'unknown’ sires. The best 
of the yearlings had left before we arrived, but 
amongst those re-malning at home for the present 1 
notie(*<l Sea Eagle, a hay filly by White Eagle — 
.Mdther Siegel (5». and Egretta. a filly by White 
Eagb^ Meta Burke to), as yiMiug^ters to whicji 
we may have to refer later ou. Tho mares and 



foals I must leave to be dealt with some othof 
time, saying for the present that for make, shape 
and breeding it would lx* exceedingly difficult to 
find three such as Lady Lightfoot (dam of Prince 
Palatine) hy Isinglass t3*) — (ilare (1). dam of Flair. 
Lesbia and Vivid: .Merry Gal (5) hv (Dilopin (3*) 
— .Mary Seaton hy Isonoiny tl9). ami (Mierrv Lass 
t3*) by Isinglass (3*)— Black Cherry by Bendigo. 
With the responslblity of this huge stud U(k>ti his 
shoulders, a heavy burden lies upon the stud groom, 
but Purcell makes light t>f his labors and inav well 
be pn;ud of the health and condition of the valuable 
stallions, mures and foals under his charge. 

"From Tully we motored over to Brownstown to 
have a look at Earla Mor— a typical St. Simon he is 
now — and Fugleman, a horse of enormous power, 
and then away we went as fast as the motor could 
go — there do not seem to he any (Milice traps about 
in these parts— back to Kildare to catch the train 
for Straffaii. where we knew that the ever-hospita- 
ble doors of Baruiirath were waiting to receive us. 
Small wonder is it that Mr. K. Kennedy breeds so 
many winners, for at the Straffan Station Stud 
the thoroughbred is ‘at home.’ Huge paddocks — one 
of them is over a mile in length — are at the disposal 
of the yoniig stock, the best of food is theirs and 
they live a perfectly natural outdoor life, galloping 
ami racing about to their heart’s content — so much 
so that they are pretty nearly fit when the.v go up 
to Doncaster to be sold, hard and clean in condition, 
at all events. It was from the style in which the 
colt used to lay himself down to gallop in the big 
paddock just mentioned that Mr. E. Kennedy came 
to the conclusion that The Tetrarch was something 
more than useful, and I think I may say without 
indiscretion that, lieing so convinced, he suggested 
that the gray son of Roi Herode should be acquired 
for the royal racing stable; a worthy bearer of the 
royal colors he would have laen. too. That hy the 
way, for h<*re was Roi Heroile himself, grayer than 
ever — nearly white, indeed — but furnished up into 
such a horse! Power, quality, tnith of make and 
sliape. and such a kindly disposition. He was loose 
in a big paddock and came trotting uii to ask fur 
sugar and later on was photographed with Mr. Ken- 
nedy’s little son on his hack. With us was an ex- 
ceptionally sound and critical judge of bloodstock, 
and after a most searching examination of the horse 
all that he culd say was don’t think I have ever 
seen (juite such a horse in my life,’ Other people 
seem to share his opinion to no slight extent, for 
there is no chance whatever of getting a nomination 
to the horse until 1916 and even for that year his 
subscription list is nearly full. Roi Herode is a 
Fiench-lneil horse, but what a pedigree is his — by 
Le Samaritan <2) — Roxelane (1), by War Dance 
(1) — Rost* of Y'ork, b.v Siieculiim (1) — Rouge Rose, 
b.v Thorinanl) 3 ’ (4). I have carried the pedigrt'e back 
as far as Thormanhy because, curiousl.v enough, not 
.a few of Roi Herode’s stock show no gray at all. 
hut do resemble Thormanhy both in color and general 
characteristics. 

"Symington is another of the Straffan Station 
Stud sires, but he is so well known: his 1910 crop of 
two-year olds won more stake mone.v than those 
of any other sire, that I ueeil say little about him, 
be.vond noting that, iobreil as he Is to (Jalopin, he Is 
a hor.<e of undeniable class, and distinctly St. Simou 
ill typ<*. He is by Ayrshire 8* — Siphonia 20. by St. 
Simon ll"*, Vahren (2) is one of the most notable 
of the Straffan Station inart*s, for. besides lielng the 
dnin of NIc-ola. a marvellously speed.v mare, her 
career was cut short owing to an injur.v to her 
kiM*<*. The Tetrarch is her son hy Roi Herode. to 
which she is again in f<*al. With the December sales 
in view, it was evidentl.v dtie to us to find another 
'Tetrarch’ amongst th«* yearlings, if we could. I 
don’t know that amongst them there is quite 
such a colt, but I fauc.v — so. too, will otln*r people 
when he conics into the ring — that tho great up- 
standing gray colt h.v Roi Herode — Magnitude has 
the uin kings of a race horse. 

“Others that will, 1 expect, do well are a brown 
colt by Symington, Altair by Onne, and a bay i*oit 
by Lally — Bannagroe tthis is the best Lally colt 
T* have yet seen), and I myself am quite in love 
with a beautiful filly by Uol Herode -AlphalM*t.
